KING EXPOUNDS 
ON ROYAL LIFE

Which would you most like to be? An honor student 
at SAC, a traveler, a teacher, a color photographer, or a 
professional lecturer? Deciding this was no problem for 
J. Franklin King, who is attending SAC this year. He be- 


came all of them. 


King, age 44 years and married 
23 of them, comes our way from 
Kansas City, Missouri, and is pres- 
ently carrying 18 units of a social 
science program. His subjects in- 
clude geology, life sciences, eco- 
nomics, and history. He qualified 
for current Alpha Gamma Sigma 
Honor Society membership on the 
basis of first semester work. His 
year at SAC is to complete his 
lower division requirements for 
California teaching credentials. 


In 1946 and 47, King, Incor- 
porated, instructed in vocational 
printing at Fullerton Junior col- 
lege. Shortly after Pearl 
Harbor, he had _ enlisted in 
the Army Air Corps, becoming a 
first lieutenant. He is still active 
in the organized Reserve Corps. 
Included in his four years of ser- 
vice, was an extended tour of 
duty at the Santa Ana Army Air 
Base. The first day he saw Santa 
Ana, he chose it as the future 
home for his wife, himself and 
their two sons. 


Comes To Santa Ana 
After the war, he retained his 
original liking for Santa Ana, and 
. decided to move here. According- 
ly, he resigned from the Kansas 
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.Official publication of the Asso- 
ciated Students of Santa Ana Col- 
lege, Santa Ana, California.

City school system, where he had 
taught in the Manual high and Vo- 
cational school for eleven years. 
His education had _ included at- 
tendance at the Teacher’s college 
in Kansas City, and also at Colo- 
rado State college. 

Spanning half a cgntinent to 
-reach his new home was nothing 
new to J. Franklin King. King, the 
traveler, has crossed the whole 
United States 25 times. He has 
certainly not regretted coming to 
Santa Ana. His roots extend — so 
deeply into the community that 
he is now on the board of trustees 
in the local United Presbyterian 
church. 

Produces Movies 

It was during the course of his 
travels that he made full length 
color motion pictures of various 
places bearing national _ signifi- 
cance and interest. His films are 
documentary and informative in 
nature, running approximately 
two hours each. King deliyers an 
introduction to the showing of his 
films, and personilly narrates dur- 
ing the film, while his’ wife, Vir- 
ginia, fills in with background 
music. He concludes by answer- 
ing questions. 

These travel lectures have been 
presented before public . forums, 
Kiwanis club meetings, Rotary In- 
ternational clubs, Ebell societies, 
and the Friday Morning club in 
Los Angeles. King has three mov- 
ies to offer at present. These are: 
“Beautiful, Enchanting Hawaii,” 
made in 1947, “Canada, Land of 
the Maple Leaf,” filmed in 1948, 
and “Virginia and Our Nation’s 
Capitol,” produced in 1949. 

Lectures Are Informative 

From his lectures, which have 
won praise from many sources, 
one may learn that Williamsburg 
is the only city in the United 
States which has been authen- 
tically restored to its 17th cen- 
tury condition. 

His next public showing, on 
“Virginia and our Nation’s Capi- 


tol,” will be presented at the Pub- 


lic Forum at Anaheim Union high 
school on March 18th. Following 
this will be appearances at Oak- 
land public forum, on April 1 
and at Covina on April 24. These

Both lo- 
cal and state funds are the sources necessary to provide 
the facilities and instructions for a good educational pro- 
gram. 

We as students are concerned with the educational 
opportunities afforded through our school. Sometimes, 
however we forget that we play an important part in de- 
termining what funds are available for our education. The 


funds which are allotted by the state to Santa Ana College 
Are Determined By the Total Actual Class Hours Of At- 
tendance, not by the overall enrollment. If we do not at- 
tend one hour of one class, our college does not get the 
specific sum of money allotted for that one student hour 
of instruction. zi 


By a recent act of the legislature it is now possible 
for SAC to collect benefits from training activities other 
than class room work. Activities such as time spent in the 
campus library, for counseling, technical clubs, assemblies, 
P.E. activities, examinations, and field trips are now in- 
cluded in determining funds allotted to our school. 

A council has been selected to distribute forms which 
will be placed in the various departments on the campus 
for students to fill in. These forms will be indorsed by in- 
structors and sent to the attendance secretary where they 
will be filed and used for future audit.
